NORWAY IGNORES SOVIET

OSLO, April 6 (AP). 


REPORTED Moscow radio 
A broadcast demanding the 

resignation of Carl Jachim 
Hambro as president of the Nor- 
wegian Parliament because of 
his “anti-Soviet attitude” was 
virtually ignored by political cir- 
cles here today. 

The press recalled that Ham- 
bro—who, as president of the 
League of Nations Assembly, 
presided over the League session 
at which Rpussia was expelled 
as a member last December— 
previously had denied Russian 
accusations of hostility.

OSLO, April 6 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Halvdan Koht told Par- 
liament today that Norway might 
be drawn into war if its neutrality 
were compromised by one-sided 
interference with free shipping in 
Norwegian waters in the economic 
warfare between the British-French 
Allies and Germany. He was dis- 
cussing shipping problems in rela- 
tion to foreign policy—in particular 
to iron ore exports from Norvik. 

This was interpreted as being 
in no way a threat of war, but 
rather as indicative of Norway's 
fears that interference with Ger- 
man shipping in Norwegian wa- 


ters would bring retalia f 
Germany which would practically 
drag Norway into the conflict. 

The British-French Allies have 
protested to Norway and Sweden 
against allowing German ships to 
use Scandinavian territorial waters 
for carrying raw materials such as 
Swedish ore to Germany. British 
and French notes reported to out- 
line the Allied position on neutral- 
ity were handed to the Norwegian 
and Swedish Ministers in London 
and Paris yesterday. 

International Law. 

“If the Allied Powers should ask 
us to stop free shipping, which goes 
on according to generally acknowl- 
edged international law and which 
they themselves have acknowl- 
edged.” said Koht, “this would 
either be of great damage to them- 
selves or, if such hindrance of 
shipping should be one-sided against 
one party, and therefore in open 
conflict with the neutrality which 
we have pledged ourselves to main- 
tain, Norway will then at once be 
at war.” 

Koht’s reference to “great dam- 
age to themselves” for the Allies 
apparently was acknowledgment of 
belief that Britain might insist on 
ore deliveries itself while blocking 
those to Germany. 

“I have stated publicly that peo- 
ple exaggerate the importance of 
the ore export,” the Foreign Minis- 
ter declared. “Circumstances have 
reduced this export to one-fourth 
during the war months and much 
more Swedish ore goes to England 
than to Germany. 

“In addition, it should be evi-

President Plans to Supervise Plant- 
ing of Thousands of Trees 
on Estate. 
WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt left today for 
a week end at his family home at 


Hyde Park, N. Y. 


On his first visit to his 1200-acre 
estate since Feb. 1, Roosevelt 
planned to supervise the planting 
of thousands of trees and to check 
on the progress in construction of 
a library for his public and pri- 
vate papers.

Graves Files New Charges Against 
Kansas City Police Chief. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 6 
(AP).—New charges of oppression 
in office were filed against Police 
Chief L. B. Reed today by Prosecu- 
tor W. W. Graves as a substitute 
for the grand jury indictment dis- 
missed yesterday. 

The new charges, based on com- 
plaints, allege the protographing 
and fingerprinting of persons not 
convicted of crimes, as did the 
indictment. 

Graves explained the course of 
action was adopted because Reed’s 
attorneys had challenged the valid- 
ity of the indicting grand jury, 
impaneled by Circuit Judge Mari- 
on D. Waltner.

PARTIAL ECLIPSE OF SUN 
VISIBLE TOMORROW IF CLEAR 


About Three-Fourths of Disk Will 
Be Obscured; Rain Is 
Forecast. 

An eclipse which will obscure 
about three-fourths of the sun’s sur- 
face will be visible in St. Louis for 
two hours and 45 minutes begin- 
ning at 2:28 p. m. tomorrow, unless 
rain forecast by the Weather Bu- 
reau interferes. The. maximum 
point will be reached at 3:56 p. m. 

The eclipse will be an annular 
one, a rare type in which a thin 
circle of sun is seen around the 
interfering disk. of the moon. This 
phenomenon, however, wili not be 
perfectly visible in St. Louis, and 
the part of the sun remaining un- 
covered here will be an upper cres- 
cent. 

In New Orleans, where 93 per 
cent of the sun’s surface will be ob- 
scured, and in a belt including 
Jacksonville, Fla., and San Antonio, 
Tex., the ring effect will be visible 
at the height of the eclipse.

GROWING TRAFFIC 
OFFERS PROBLEM 


Transit Dues at One Sta- 
tion on Shipments to 
Germany Reported’ Aver- 


aging $25,000 a Day. 


LONDON, April 6 (AP}. — Air 
traffic with Germany, giv sharp 
impetus by the war, was jMesignat- 
ed today as the next target of the 
British-French blockade, ' 

This type of transport has grown 
so important, informed sources said, 
that Ronald Cross, British Minis- 
ter of Economic Warfare, and 
Georges Monnet, French Minister of 
Blockade, conferred on creation of 
an air contraband system. 

Cross and Monnet concluded 
their talks today. A communique 
said “the discussions showed com- 
plete agreement and common de- 
termination of the two Govern- 
ments to develop allied co-opera- 
tion in all spheres of economic 
warfare.” 

Details of the air holes in the 
blockade and the strategy to stop 
them were withheld. The problem 
is admittedly difficult. 

Extent of Traffic. 

One British source reported that 
transit dues on traffic to Germany 
were averaging nearly $25,000 a day 
at one unidentified international 
air station. 

In this connection, it was noted 
that K, L. M., the Royal Dutch Air- 
lines, last Tuesday inaugurated 
twice-weekly service between Am- 
sterdam and Lisbon, connécting 
with the Pan American Airways 
service to the United States. The 
Dutch planes, carrying no passen- 
gers, fly over water all the way, 
avoiding British and French soil. 

<kipping of the Bermuda stop on 
Pan America’s trans-Atlantic flights 
has halted British seizure of mails 
at that point. 

‘The German Lufthansa on March 
15 resumed daily mail and express 
service between Berlin and Amster- 
dam. No passengers are being car- 
ried 

British sources said that airlines 
naturally subject to the closest 
scrutiny were those linking Ger- 
many’s neutral neighbors with 
sources of supply. No neutrals 
were named, however. 

Diplomatic Methods. 

Without disclosing possible aerial 
blockade methods, informed quar- 
ters said of the general blockade 
question that the Allies were at- 
tempting to use.diplomatic rather 
than strong-arm measures to per- 
suade, neutrals to cut off German 
supplies. 

Kiennet commented after his first 
day’s conference with Cross here 
yesterday: 

“We are very satisfied with the 
result of the measures taken up to 
the present, and the Allies are go- 
ing to tak new measures to choke 
Geimany more and more.”

Warnick, the Mayor added; he 
could not recall at the moment who 
else had called. 

Both Mayor Dickmann and Wil- 
liam L. Mason, president of the 
of Aldermen, announced 
that, in their opinion, the board 
would knock out the amendment 
Monday and pass the bill without 
it. 

Mayor Dickmann withheld his 
signature from the bill, which had 
been passed by a vote of 28 to 1, 
after adoption of the Terminal’s 
amendment by a vote of 21 to 7. 
He asked the Aldermen to meet 
with him at 10 a. m. Monday, two 
hours before their formal board 
meeting, which will be the last of 
the fiscal year. He wants the bill 
passed in the form in which it was 
reported by the aldermanic Public 
Safety Committee.

ROME, April 6 (AP).—The Ital- 
ian Government was ready today to 
place the nation under wartime 
discipline at a moment’s notice with 
promulgation of a new mobilization 
law applicable even to women and 
children. 

The law gave the supreme de- 
fense commission, headed by Pre- 
mier Mussolini, sweeping authority 
over the civilian population ‘in case 


It authorized requisition of citi- 
zens’ services, including those of 
women and children more than 13 
years old, of industrial organiza- 
tions, real estate and personal prop- 
erty as well as control of foreign 
commerce and rationing. 

The law, adopted by the Council 
of Ministers last Tuesday and pub- 
lished last night, provided that mo- 
bilization should be ordered by roy- 
al decree on the advice of Musso- 
lini as chief of Government after 
consultation with his Cabinet. 
The Supreme Defense Commis- 
sion’s powers may be applied for 
national defense, however, even be- 
fore mobilization occurs. Besides 
Mussolini, the commission includes 
members of the 
heads of all branches of the armed 
forces. 
It was charged specifically with 
effecting “development and fullest 
attention to utilizing resources and 
activities of the nation for achiev- 
ing victory.” 
The Italian press and radio pub- 
licized last night the 21 articles of 
mobilization which deal principally 
with technical aspects and the com- 
mission’s powers. 

The provision coicerning women 
and youths made them liable to 
mobilization for anti-aircraft de- 
fense, factory work and other serv- 
ices essential to the prosecution of 
war.

Secret U. §. Anti-Aircraft Shell 


Has Precision-Built Fuse Gears 


Cost Would Be Prohibitive to Most Foreign 
Armies, Arsenal Commander Says—

PHILADELPHIA, April 6 (AP). 
—Philadelphia’s historic army ar- 
senal is turning out “jewels of 
death”—precision-built anti-aircraft 
shells termed the “envy of foreign 
Powers,”—with production speeded 
to the fastest pace since the World 
War.

Work at the arsenal has boomed 
under the national preparedness 
program to a full shift six days a 
week. Five years ago, in a produc- 
tion slump, many of the arsenal’s 
150 separate buildings were almost 
deserted. Now 3800 men are on the 
payroll. 

Production is at the rate of more 
than 100,000,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition a year for .30 caliber rifles, 
including the new Garand semi- 
automatic, and for .45 caliber pis- 
tols and .50 caliber machine guns. 

Also, being piled up in reserve 
are shells for trench mortars and 
light field guns. Supplies of deli- 
cate optical range finders are be- 
ing increased.

Denial by Another Member, 


Alderman Lawrence P. Waish, 
supporter of the amendment in de- 
bate, was asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter about a report at City 
Hall that he was responsible for 
the railroad amendmént. He said 
he had had nothing to do with this 
amendment, knew nothing about it 
and had not been consulted by 
Schweppe or any one else about it. 

Walsh related that he had intro- 
duced in the aldermanic Public 
Safety Committee Wednesday the 
amendment adopted by the com- 
mittee to permit use of soft coal 
in locomotives, with mechanical de- 
vices to burn it smokeless. As 
drawn, the bill had called for 
either electric or oil-burning loco- 
motives or use of smokeless solid 
fuel. This was the amendment for 
which Schweppe’s was substituted. 

Walsh, a lawyer, said that when 
the Aldermen received letters from 
Watson denouncing the railroad 
provision and threatening to at- 
tack the ordinance if passed with 
that provision, he concluded it 
would be fair to let the railroads 
use any fuel they could, provided 
they stayed within the general pro- 
vision of the ordinance against ex- 
cessive smoke. 

Statement by Mason. 


“Schweppe told me,” said Alder- 
manic President Mason, ‘that no 
one had talked to him about intro- 
ducing the amendment. I am satis- 
fied he introduced it, not with the 
idea of weakening the bill, but to 
get the co-operation of the railroads 
and be sure the bill was enforce- 
able. 

“I do not think there is any one 
in the board who has any desire 
to cripple the bill at all. They look 
on it as an administration meas- 
ure. If the Mayor thinks this 
change interferes with the effec- 
tiveness of the measure, I'll vote 
to reconsider the change. If Mr. 
Ford had told me the amendment 
was bad, I would have tried to keep 
it out. It rather caught me by sur- 
prise, but I voted for it, so that, 
if necessary, I could move to re- 
consider it.” 

Carleton S. Hadley, chief counsel 
for the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, went to City Hall late yes- 
terday and conferred with City 
Counselor Wayman, where Ford 
talked to him briefly. 

Hadley said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today he had not discussed 
the amendment with Alderman 
'Schweppe and that so far as he 
knew no one else connected with 
the Terminal had done so. 


Heckling at Board Session. 


When the Aldermen met at noon 
yesterday to take up the smoke bill

Yesterday in the Board of Aldermen, we had the 
latest examplé of the Terminal’s classic policy when 
its president, Philip J. Watson Jr., caused a joker 
to be introduced in the anti-smoke bill just before 
it was passed by the board. r 

The effect of this joker would have been to per- 
petuate the noisome character of Mill Creek. Valley, 
which pours its poisonous fumes into the lungs of 
St. Louisans; it would have permitted Mr. Watson's 
ancient locomotives to continue to belch their filthy 
smoke into the atmosphere. 

This joker would have set up, in effect, two kinds 
of law in St. Louis so far as smoke is concerned— 
one law for the Terminal and another law for the 
people as a whole. The law for the Terminal would 
be a farce; the law for the people would be effective. 

But Mayor Dickmann does not operate on this 
basis. Upon learning of the sneaky trick pulled off 
by President Watson, with the help of Alderman 
Schweppe, he refused to sign the anti-smoke law and 
intends to fight to a finish for a revised measure. 

In this position, he has, of course, the everlasting 
support of Smoke Commissioner Tucker, Chairman 
Ford and the other members of the Smoke Elim- 
ination Committee, and, we believe, the everlasting

A BEAT THAT NEEDS A POLICEMAN. 
If ever there was need for a Federal policeman, 
it exists now among the investment trusts. The 
SEC’s disclosure of the huge losses suffered by small 
investors through this medium is getting to be an 
old story. 
The recent testimony before a Senate Banking 
and Currency subcommittee that Charles A. Ket- 
tering, vice-president of General Motors, lost $240,000 
of $260,000 invested in such shares simply under- 
scored the point that SEC regulation, such as that 
proposed by Senator Wagner, is long overdue. 
Less attention, however, has been given to an- 
other section of the Wagner bill. This would bring 
under SEC regulation all investment counselors, ex- 
perts, advisors and plain garden-variety tipsters. 
There are between 6000 and 10,000 of these, accord- 
ing to David Schenker of the SEC, and this estimate 
includes “only those with telephone numbers.” The 
part that unscrupulous tipsters can play in the 
unloading of dubious securities is obvious. 
Senator Taft of Ohio was solicitous about the 
constitutional basis for their regulation, expressing 
a fear that it might be extended to lawyers and doc- 
tors. However, it seems safe to assume that our Sen- 
ators are sufficiently experienced in the drafting of 
laws to guard against this remote danger while, at 
the same time, they protect our $5-and $10-a-month 
investors from an extreme application of the out- 
moded rule of “Let the buyer beware.” 
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A BLOW TO DICTATORSHIP. 

The nations of Europe which are fighting against 
the encroachment of autarchy and dictatorship will 
glean courage from the news from Washington. Ex- 
tension of the reciprocal trade program for another 
three years serves notice that the United States 
still stands for the relatively free exchange of goods 
among the nations, as opposed to the barter methods 
and blocked exchange of the dictatorships.

During the Septem- 
ber, 1939, term, there were almost twice as many jury 
and jury-waived trials as there were in the cor- 
responding terms of 1937 and 1938. There was 
actually an increase of 101 per cent in the number 
of jury trials over the number in the 1937 term. In 
the nine civil jury courtrooms in the last term, 67 
per cent more days were devoted to jury-waived 
trials than in the 1938 term. 
Many more statistics could be cited from the tables 
of comparison, but these suffice to show the extent 
of the change for the better. The record still shows 
the effects of Judge-making by the Hannegan-Dick- 
mann-Waechter machine, yet on the whole there has 
been a notable improvement. 
Especially interesting is the identity of the Judge 
who ranks at the top of the list in the record of vol- 
ume of trials and number of days in trials. He is 
Judge W. K. Koerner, who holds his seat, not through 
indorsement or support of a machine which went 
down the line for him on primary day, but by ap- 
pointment at the hands of Gov. Stark. This is a 
reminder that Judge Koerner’s short-time appoint- 
ment may be considered a practical demonstration of 
the test period in the new plan of selecting Judges 
which the Missouri and St. Louis bar associations are 
supporting for adoption this year. 
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WAR AMONG THE MODELS. 
_If these jurisdictional squabbles between profes- 
sional models and amateurs recruited from the social 
register keep up, they may soon take their place on 
the agenda of Thurman Arnold’s trust-busters.

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A FRENCH-BRITISH EMPIRE? 
Plans for a joint French-British Parliament are 
under discussion, according to a report published by 
the London Daily Mail. If they materialize, the 
economic pooling already resorted to by these two 
Powers would be extended to the political sphere. 
And,”according to the Daily Mail, the scheme would 
be continued into the post-war period. 
The creation of a vast super-state by the merging of 
two great empires—both with long traditions, differ- 
ent languages and cultures—is such a staggering con- 
ception that it seems, and probably is, fantastic. 
Nonetheless, this report is another bit of evidence 
showing that the war has released a great unifying 
force in Europe. The economic rivalries of the va- 
rious nation-states—with their tariff walls and other 
barriers to the free movement of trade and commu- 
nications—were a severe strain on peacetime econ- 
nomies. No wartime economy could withstand the 
stress. So it is being removed. 
It is a severe reflection on the intelligence of 
European statesmen that they should be willing to 
take steps 4n order to carry on a war that they were 
unwilling to consider for the furtherance of peace. 
However, it is unlikely that the lesson, once learned, 
will readily be forgotten. 
All manner of plans for a federated Europe are 
now being discussed. It is not improbable that one 
of them will crystallize after the next armistice. 
The only alternative seems to be a continent of 
permanently armed camps.

Man Borrowed Idea of Re- 
tractable Wheels, He Rules, 
Dismissing Infringment Suit. 


WILMINGTON, Del., April 6 
(AP).—Man borrowed an idea from 


the birds when he equipped air- 
planes with retractable landing 
gear, United States District Judge 
John P. Nields pointed out yester- 
day in dismissing the patent in- 
fringement suit filed by James V.

WILLKIE UTILITY 
REPORTED UNDER 
INQUIRY BY SEC 


Head of Parent Firm of 
Georgia Power Co. Has 
Accused Officials of Try- 
ing to ‘Get’ Him. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
A big unit in the utilities system 
headed by Wendell L. Willkie is 
reported today to be undergoing a 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 


sion investigation as Willkie, some- 
times mentioned as a “dark horse” 
Republican presidential possibility, 
accused the Government of “smear- 
ing” business. 

Word passed here that the SEC 
was investigating financial state- 
ments filed with it during several 
years by the Georgia Power Co., 
$280,500,000 unit in the $1,200,000,000 
Commonwealth & Southern Utilities 
system. 

Meanwhile President Roosevelt 
entered the controversy between 
Willkie and administration officials. 
Asked at a press conference what 
he thought of a statement by Will- 
kie yesterday that Government of- 
ficials had threatened to “get” him, 
the President said that of course 
nobody takes things like that se- 
riously. 

“Not Running for Anything.” 

Asked about his political inten- 
tions, Willkie told newspaper men 
in Boston, where he made a speech, 
that he was “not running for any- 
thing nor running away from any- 
thing.” 

Willkie had said in a speech 
Thursday that he had heard that 
a file on his activities and utter- 
ances was being kept in Washing- 
ton by officials intent on “getting 
him.” SEC officials, asked about 
this, said that the commission had 
no such file, never had had one 
and had no intention of getting one. 

They declined to comment on the 
report of the Georgia Power Co. 
investigation. Preston Arkwright, 
president of Georgia Power, said at 
Atlanta that he had heard nothing 
about the investigation. 

“I can’t imagine what it would 
be,” he added. 

Willkie’s Boston Remarks. 

In his Boston address, Willkie 
asserted that American industry 
had become a “whipping boy” for 
the Government. 

“By its sinister rumors,” he said, 
“the Government has created a Gov- 
‘ernment-made depression. The eco- 
nomic suffering of the American 
people today is not the fault of 
industry; it is primarily the fault 
of Government. 

“We shall not provide jobs for 
the workers of America, new prod- 
ucts for the consumers of America, 
and new expanding industries for 
the investors of America until] the 
dark legend against American busi- 
ness is destroyed.” 

Willkie said that politicians had 
“brewed a kind of witch’s broth 
out of a pot of horror and smeared 
it all over American enterprise.”

SCIENTISTS STUDY 
TWINS AT TEXAS 
TWIN CONVENTION 


Find Difference in Ability of 
Fraternal and _ Identical 
Pairs to Twist Tongues. 


WACO, Tex., April 6 (AP).—Two 
college professors disclosed today 
that identical twins differ from 
fraternal twins at least when it 


comes to rolling their tongues. 


The professors, Dr. D. C. Rife, 
head of the biology and entomology 


idepartment of Ohio State Univer- 


sity, and Dr. Iva Cox Gardner, in- 
structor of psychology at Baylor 
University, will have more infor- 
mation on twins shortly. They are 
observing 88 sets of twins as they 
go about Waco attending the sec- 
ond annual Texas College Twin 
convention. 

After. one of their experiments 
they agreed identical twins both 
either could or could not roll their 
tongues in a tube while, in the 
case of fraternal twins, one pos- 
sibly could and the other couldn’t. 

Dr. Gardner’s psychology tests 
must be graded before further con- 
clusions. 

Dr, Rife’s tests consisted of blood 
samples, a study of iris pigmenta- 
tion of eyes, finger and palm print- 
ing and ability of each twin to 
twist the tongue. All these studies 
are valuable in learning more about 
heredity. 


PLAN FOR EPISCOPAL, 
PRESBYTERIAN UNION 


Two Speakers’ Outline Pro- 
posal for Merger of Two 
Churches, 


Definite proposals looking toward 
union of the Episcopal and Presby- 
byterian Churches which will be 
laid before the national bodies of 
the two churches were outlined last 
night at union services at Second 
Presbyterian Church by the Rt. 
Rev. Henry W. Hobson, Episcopal 
Bishop of Southern Ohio, and Dr. J. 
Harry Cotton, president of Presby- 
terian Theological Seminary of 
Chicago, About 800 persons at- 
tended. 

Dr. Cotton pointed out that each 
church, through the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, and the trien- 
nial general convention of the 
Episcopalians, has declared its in- 
tention to achieve organic union. 
Commissions from each church, cre- 
ated to draw up plans for a pre- 
liminary concordat, have now unit- 
ed in a plan which would be pre- 
sented to the coming national con- 
ventions of the two churches. 

This first step toward organic 
unity, Dr. Cotton said, takes into 
account that the main tenets of 
the churches are the same although 
individual churches may have di- 
vergent practices. The primary dif- 
ficulty is the status of clergymen. 
This would be overcome by an ex- 
tension of ordination. 

Under the tentative concordat a 
Presbyterian clergyman could be 
empowered by an Episcopal Bish- 
op to minister to Episcopalians. 
An Episcopal clergyman would be 
authorized by the Presbytery to 
serve Presbyterians. It would be 
a matter of extension of ordina- 
tion, rather than reordination, he 
said. The churches often prac- 
tice inter-communion now. 

Bishop Hobson spoke of the spir- 
itual gains of the union, described 
it as representing the will of God, 
mentioned the duality of belief in 
the baptism, the Lord’s Supper and 
the Holy Trinity. 

Unity, he said, would be “a har- 
mony, not a uniformity, an adding 
to, rather than a watering down; a 
spiritual rather than a mechanical 
union.” 

Bishop Scarlett, who will be ac- 
tive in furthering the concordat at 
the general convention of the Epis- 
copal Church at Kansas City next 
October, presided. The Rev. John 
W. Maclvor, pastor of the Second 
Presbyterian Church, presented 
Bishop Hobson, whose wife is the 
former Miss Edmonia Taylor 
Bryan of this city.

SOGLITS MEE 
KEYNOTER URGES 
PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


Maynard C. Krueger of 
Chicago University Says 
Consumption, Invest- 


ment Must be Increased. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
Public ownership and operation of 
essential industries to replace a 
capitalistic profit system which 
“has developed a serious case of 
hardening of the arteries” was pro- 


posed by Maynard C. Krueger to- 
day in a keynote speech opening 
the Socialist party’s national con- 
vention. 

Krueger, economics professor at 
the University of Chicago, spoke 
to about 200 delegates in the Na- 
tional Press Club auditorium. 

“We will get the kind of expan- 
sion which private enterprise fails 
to give us only by resort to public 
enterprise, which is the only pos- 
sible alternative to the private 
profit system,” he asserted. “A 
public enterprise can expand as 
far as the usefulness of its product 
justifies expansion, because it rep- 
resents production for use, not pro- 
duction for profit.” 

Several hundred visitors were 
present for the opening of the 
three-day convention. <A presiden- 
tial ticket will be named and a 
platform adopted tomorrow. Nor- 
man Thomas of New York is un- 
opposed for a fourth successive 
presidential nomination. 

Asserting the capitalistic system 
had failed under Hoover and 
Roosevelt, Krueger said under 
either a Republican or Democratic 
administration the nation was 
“headed toward state capitalism, 
heavy on the armament side, light 
on the standard-of-living side.” 


On Increasing Consumption. 

He said the Socialists were inter- 
ested in making the economic sys- 
tem work by “unblocking” oppor- 
tunities for employment, for mar- 
kets and for investment. He added 
two major policies must be pursued, 
one to increase consumption and 
the other to increase investment. 

To attain the first goal he pro- 
posed: 

1. Increase of relief and _ the 
WPA, “though no one is so foolish 
as to believe that either offers 
a decent way of life.” 

2. Expanding the Labor Stand-/ 
ards Act, decreasing the maximum 
hours and increasing the minimum 
wages. 

3. Increasing the coverage of the 
Social Security Act, liberalizing its 
old age and unemployment insur- 
ance benefits and adding health and 
disability insurance. 

4. Overhauling the tax structure 
and substituting a “progressive in- 
come tax” for “regressive” taxes 
that fall heavily on low income 
groups. 

To increase investment, the 
speaker said: the principle of pri- 
vate profit must give way to the 
principle of “public service or of 
social utility.” 

Proposal for Socialization. 

He proposed “socialization” of in- 
dustry: 

Wherever “natural monopoly has 
consumers at its mercy.” 

Wherever “private monopoly re-| 
stricts output to less than is justi- 
fied by the social utility of the prod- 
uct, as, for example, in the agri- 
cultural implements industry.” 

Wherever, as in the railroads and 
housing industries, private opera- 
tion “is incapable of undertaking or 
unwilling to undertake socially 
needed investment.” 

Wherever “private expolitation of 
a limited natural resource is highly 
wasteful, as in the oil, coal and 
timber industries.” 

Wherever, as in many large-scale 
corporations, ownership has “lost 
its Management function and the 
business is Managed by hired men.” 

Wherever the financial organiza- 
tion of an industry has “become so 
compliacted that it is impossible for 
the investor and the public to un- 
derstand it.” 

Wherever “concentrated economic 
power creates a political interest 
which is too powerful for a democ- 
racy to leave in private hands.” 

Attacks Major Parties. 

Attacking the two major parties, 
which will nominate their presiden- 
tial tickets this summer, Krueger 
said “Many people are waking up.” 

‘They know,” he asserted, “that 
the Democratic party, based on the 
intrenched power of the Southern 
Bourbons, cannot be made a fit 
instrument for sustained social 
progress.

SCHOOLS MUST HELP PRESERVE 
DEMOCRACY, EDUCATOR SAYS 


Dr. Alexander J. Stoddard of Phila- 
delphia Addresses Group of 
Illinois Teachers. 


The proper battlefield for Amer- 
ica’s fight to preserve democracy 


should be in her own schools in- 
stead of Europe, according to Dr. 
Alexander J. Stoddard, superintend- 
ent of the Philadelphia school 
system, who addressed more than 
3000 superintendents and teachers 
of the Southwestern Division of the 
Illinois Education Association yes- 
terday at Ainad Temple in East 
St. Louis. 

Dr. Stoddard said the _ three 
greatest enemies of democracy in 
the United States are complacency, 
ignorance of the meaning of de- 
mocracy and the lack of practice of 
democracy by Americans. “We 
take our freedom as a matter of 
course and fail to realize that we 
may, in our. own lifetime, learn 
what it is not to be a free people,” 
he said. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr., journal- 
ist and author, also spoke at the 
meeting on “Twelve Most Interest- 
ing Personalities.” He predicted 
that the United States would be 
drawn into the second world war 
before 1943 in telling of his inter- 
views with leaders in Europe.

BRITTSH-DUTCH PACT 


UN BLOCKADE RULES 


Purpose Is to Minimize Ship- 
ping Delays, but Prevent Re- 
Export of Goods to Germany. 


AMSTERDAM, April 6 (AP).—A 
New trade agreement between 
Great Britain and The Netherlands, 
negotiated in an effort to reduce 
friction over blockade restrictions 
on Holland’s commerce, was imple- 
mented yesterday by the issuance 
of two royal Netherlands decrees, 
effective Monday. 

In general, the decrees are de- 
signed to guarantee that imports 
from overseas will not be re-export- 


ed to Germany. In return, British 
blockade delays to Dutch shipping 
will be minimized. 

“Recognition will be given to the 
tight of The Netherlands to export 
to belligerents most of its home 
produce, especially agriculture and 
dairy products. 

The first decree forbids the im- 
portation from overseas of a list 
of goods except under the special 
permission of the Dutch Govern- 
ment-controlled ANIC — general 
Netherlands import central agency. 
Under the arrangements, importers 
and shipping companies will be as- 
sured their goods will pass the 
British blockade without difficulty. 

The second decree forbids the re- 
export to belligerents of products 
from overseas, apparently includ- 
ing products of The Netherlands 
eolonies, except by special permis- 
sion. 

These permits will have a status 
similar to the navicerts issued by 
British authorities in neutral ports, 
with this important difference, to 
the Dutch—Netherlands authorities 
will exercise the control.

Republican Race 


Effects of Mr. Dewey’s Victory in Wiscon- 
sin—An Analogy Between the Present 


Between Hoover and the “Allies.” 


and That of 1928 


WASHINGTON, April 6. 

HE smashing victory of Mr. 
Dewey over Senator Vanden- 
berg in the Wisconsin primary 
has given an important lift to the 
District Attorney’s campaign and, 
by the same token, made the Re- 
publican pre-convention race a con- 
test, between Dewey and the field. 
Thre is a close analogy between 
the present line-up and that of 
1928, when Herbert Hoover, getting 
out in front, became the target 
of the “allies.” Hoover had to be 
“stopped” in order to throw the 
convention open and _ give the 
others—Lowden, Curtis, Watson, 
Guy Goff—a chance. Like Dewey, 
Hoover was a comparative amateur 
in politics; the rest were old hands 
—professionals. Again, like Dewey, 
Hoover was disliked and feared by 
the general run of political leaders. 
But Hoover had got too far out in 
front to be brought down, and his 
nomination became assured when 
the big Pennsylvania delegation, 
controlled by Boss Vare of Phila- 
delphia and the Mellon interests, 
swung in behind him. 

This is not to predict that his- 
tory will repeat itself and return 


ner. In Vandenberg, Taft and the 
dark horses lurking behind them, 
Dewey has sterner opposition than 
the loosely joineé “stop Hoover” 


jallies, none of whom .had any 


great popular appeal, were able to 
furnish. Dewey confronts also the 
fact that the Taft people have 
quietly rounded up a substantial 
number of Southern delegates — 
enough, it is claimed, to bring the 
total initial strength of the Ohio 
candidate up to 300 or better. 
The fact remains that Dewey, 
quite apart from the _ delegate 
strength he has picked up, enjoys 
today a psychological advantage of 
the same sort that produced for 
Hoover, in the end, a band-wagon 
rush and the nomination. Whether 
or not Dewey can exploit his advan- 
tage successfully is the big question 
today in Republican politics. What 
is certain is that Dewey’s Wiscon- 
sin victory, by showing him pos- 
sessed of greater vote-getting abil- 
ity than they had counted on, has 
thrown new fear into his opponents 
and will cause their réspective cam- 
paigns to fall naturally into the pat- 
tern of a stop-Dewey movement. 
There will be no formal cabal. 


| None is necessary. The political

The result is quite as unpredict- 
able as that among the Democrats. 
Any one of a number of things can 
happen. It is conceivable that 
Dewey, like Hoover 12 years ago, 
will go into the convention with

such great apparent popular 
strength that the leaders now drum- 
ming up sentiment against him will 
knuckle under without much of a 
struggle. Or it may be—and this 
appears likelier—that while he will 
certainly go into the convention a 
strong contender, he will still lack 
the prestige required for the quick 
turn to him for which his managers 
are hoping. 

The convention in this case will 
become an “open” convention—one 
in which the decision will hinge, as 
it did in 1920, on maneuverings be- 
hind the scenes. If this happens, a 
great deal will depend on what the 
convention leaders conceive to be 
the state of the public mind at the 
time of the nomination. If they feel 
that the tide is running strongly 
Republican-ward, so strongly as to 
make any Republican candidate 
look like a winner, they will not be 
likely to choose Dewey. If, on the 
other hand, they feel that the deci- 
sion will be close—that to turn 
down a “glamourous” candidate 
would be seriously to jeopardize 
G. O. P. chances—then Mr. Dewey, 
always assuming that he continues 
to prove himself a good vote-getter, 
will be- the best bet for the nomi- 
nation. 

It comes down to this: The men 
in control of the Republican party, 
by and large, would prefer to win 
with someone other than Dewey, 
but they will take Dewey if they 
think they have to take him in 


order to win.

Mr. Dewey, then, is in the pic- 
ture, very much in it. The Wis- 
consin result proved that he can’t 
be laughed off with wisecracks 
about diapers and safety pins. It 
showed the other candidates that 
they have got to take him seri- 
ously. But Mr. Dewey by no means 
fills the picture. Mr. Taft is there, 
plodding along, hopeful that he will 
be the one to whom the elements 
opposed to Mr. Dewey will turn. 
His solid delegate strength, gath- 
ered, so to speak, by the dark of 
the moon, is something to encour- 
age his hopes. You can’t learn 
from his managers just what states 
are in Mr. Taft’s delegate column 
—they are running no risks of 
tampering. Senator Vandenberg’s 
head, after Wisconsin, is bloody 
but unbowed, and he is hoping that 
Nebraska next Tuesday will stanch 
his wounds. 

Not to be forgotten, either, is 
the dark horse stable. If House 
Minority Leader Joe Martin and 
Alf Landon have their way, the 
nominee will be picked in an off- 
stage conclave of the best minds, 
in which sase the choice may very 
well fall on someone not avowedly 
in the race. 


It might possibly fall on Mr. 
Martin himself.

MEXICO CITY, April 6 (AP).— 
Official sources indicated today 
that Mexico would reject a sugges- 
tion by the United States Govern- 
ment that the two-year-old contro- 
versy growing out of the expro- 
priation of American-owned oil 
properties be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. 

It was deemed unlikely, however, 
that a formal reply would be filed 
until the proposal is examined by 
President Lazaro Cardenas who 
repeatedly has asserted that the 
Government would not agree to ar- 
bitration. He is now touring the 
South. 

Government officials met late 
last night with Ramon Beteta, Un- 
dersecretary of Foreign Relations, 
to consider the United States pro- 
posal, but no statement was issued 
after the meeting. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Confederation of Mexican Work- 
ers, the nation’s largest labor or- 
ganization, indicated its opposition 
to arbitration in a telegram to 
President Cardenas. 

Meanwhile, the Treasury Depart- 
ment authorized the petroleum in- 
dustry to export crude oil to be 
refined in United States plants and 
to reimport the products free of 
customs duty. The order was is- 
sued to relieve Mexican plants, ap- 
parently unable to handle-the out- 
put,

Coffee Must 
Be Fresh.To 
Taste Good 


By Edith M. Barber 


E¢PUIRST sent among’st us this 
F an healing berry, at once to 

make us both sober and mer- 
ry.” Most coffee devotees will con- 
sider this a good description of the 
popular beverage, which although 
entirely without food value has 
come to be an important part of 
our meals, especially breakfast. A 
cup of good coffee should be easy 
to make and yet many are the com- 
plaints that we hear in regard to 
this everyday beverage. A success- 
ful cup of coffee depends upon a 
number of things. 

Selection and Care of Coffee: 
The coffee bean, the seed of the 
berry, in itself varies in flavor ac- 
cording to the region in which it is 
growy. Most coffees are blends 
of beans which may be grown in 
different parts of the world. This 
fact, and the roasting, influence 
the flavor of various brands of cof- 
fee, each of which, however, are 
generally consistent. You may 
choose a “heavy” or a “light” cof- 
fee. At one time it was the cus- 
tom to roast and grind coffee at 
home. Roasting, however, cannot 
be done so well by home methods 
as it is in-an establishment where 
an expert tests the roasts as well 
as the blends. You may purchase 
your coffee, if you like, in bean 
form and grind it at home to suit 
the particular coffee pot that you 
use, Or you may purchase very 
finely ground for coffee machines, 
drip grind for drip pots, and steel 
cut for percolators and for the old- 
fashioned coffee pots. You must 
be sure that coffee is freshly 
ground, or that it is packed in a 
vacuum can in which the fresh- 
ness will be preserved until the 
can.is opened. When opened, the 
flavor deteriorates with time and 
especially with heat. . 


DRIP COFFEE. 


Allow two level or one rounded 
tablespoon drip grind coffee for 
cup (8-ounce) 
freshly boiling water. Place pot, 
containing strainer in a warm place 
and arrange filter paper, if used, 
in strainer. Put coffee in strainer, 
cover with upper part and pour in 
freshly boiling water. Cover, and 
allow to remain in a warm place 
until water has finished dripping 
through the coffee. The pot may 
be placed on an asbestos mat over 
low heat, but the coffee should 
never be allowed to boil. Remove 
strainer containing coffee grounds 
and water receptable. Cover and 
serve. If a stronger beverage <s 
desired, use more ground coffee: 
never pour the dripped coffee 
through the grounds a_i second 
time, as this produces a bitter fla- 
vor. 

VACUUM DRIP COFFEE. 


Directions which come with the 
various types of vacuum drip cof- 
fee pots should be carefully fol- 
lowed. Allow two level or one 
rounded tablespoon very finely| 
ground coffee for each measuring 
cup (8-ounce) freshly drawn cold 
water. Place the water in the low- 
er part. Adjust the filter cloth or 
paper in the upper part, add the 
coffee and cover. Place over low
